The reply, filed 1 1/03/2006, appears to be amending the amendments filed 10/26/2006 that is not entered because the listing of all 
claims filed 10/26/06 does not include the text of all pending claims including withdrawn claims 23-28 (see page 4 of the IN THE 
CLAIMS filed 10/26/2006). Therefore, the immediate prior version of the claims is the one filed 02/08/2006, NOT the claims filed 
10/26/2006.. 

Because the amendments to the claims, filed 10/26/2006 has NOT been entered, the reply filed 1 1/03/2006 based on amending claims 
filed 10/26/2006 fails to provide proper status identifier to each claim; for example, applicant has canceled SEQ ID NOs: 27 and 28 
from claim 22, however, claim 22 does not contain the entire claim with markings to indicate the changes(e.g. deletion of SEQ ID 
NOs: 27 and 28) that have been made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims filed 02/08/2006; in addition, the proper 
status identifier of claim 22 should be "Currently Amended" NOT "Previously Amended".
